ther impoiſoned & brought into an e 
ny Noble and ſome times well deſeruing Engli 
hearts. Neither was the King for his pleaſure re: 
red to this houſe of Pleaſure, but rather through ii 
neceſſity of ſome ſpecial affaires, the greateſt whey. 
of ſeemed to be gathered from the laſt artemprof 
the Engliſh vpon the Fort & Caſtle of u N 
tlie town of Cad/z or Cales,wherin though the loſſe 
was not ſo great or materiall as might eithet ma 
the Aſſailant or Aſſailed offer Roſes, or Nettle 
vpon the Altar of Fortune; yet the affront ſeemed 
to ſtrike a more deepe impreſſion inthe hear of 
the Spaniards , then could be well taken a 
with ſcorne ( which is the enſigne oftheir rok) 
ot with the hope of furure aduantage (which only 
giues life vnro their Exueand Aſalice. 
And therfore now at this time & in this place al 
ter many conſultations held with the Earle of Gav 
domer, whom the whole world Baptized the Butt: 
faw:or Ixcendierieot Chriſtendome, the Intelligen 
cer, Amba/ſadour & Jeſwiticall 2 Leacger ( 
his practiſes in our Nation hath well itneſſed) 
touching ſome notable reuenge to be had agai 
the State of Great Britain, being che @ncly lewell 
on which Spaire had long ſince fixed her heart y jt 
make her vniuerſall Monarchie euery way ſull and 

perfect, he is by command from the King (in the 
parton of the Cound Oliuares)to make his appeatãc 

efore the Popes Nuntio , the Duke of Lm, thi” 


Duke ofCes, the Duke of ia ſauaſgo & the Conlis: 
ble of Cafti/s,who had a ſpeciall Cõmiſſion 557 . 
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for that purpoſe, & to deliver vnto them all thoſe 
ſecret aduantages,which he had either * pe 
rience oſ time, the cõtinuall labor of his brain 
corruptis of his bribes, the threatnings & inſinua- 
tiõs of his Popiſh prieſis, the petulent᷑ flatteries of 
his Papiſticall Engliſh Miſtriſſes dyuing into heir 
husbãds Counſels, or by any other ditect or indi- 
rect meanes,wonne vuto him ſelfe a knowledge ot 
inſtruction for the alteration or ſubuerſſion of that 
braue &floriſhing Bririſb Monarchie. And in this 
charge the C. de Qluares according to the ſtate and 
magnificence of the Spaniſh reſeruatiõs, began to 
make a great floriſh of many demure & auſtere cir- 
cumſtances vnto the E. of Gozdomer, concerming 
the greatnes 6f his ingagemẽt, the highTruft repo- 
ſed in his ſingular knowledge, & the infinit expe- 
Qations the King and the whole State had fixed 
vpon the wiſedom of his proceeding;adding ther- 
vato ſundric admeniſhments or — to call

fince the death of King James, of euer liuing and 
famous memorie, the Engliſhmen , who forthe 
ſpace of twenty two ycares before, had but ut 
were dallyed and plaid with Armes, rather ſeeking 
to affect it for nouelty then neceſſity, were newin 
one yeares deliberate, and materia\l exerciſe, h 
come fo ſingular and exquiſite , that the Nether. 
lands bluſht to ſee themſelues ouetgone in amo. 
ment, & that to hie made familiar in an jnſtãt which 
they had laboured to obtaine do in digers ages. 

Beſides Olluarer aſſured him that he Had recciued 
infallible intellig oe out of the Archdyches Com 
triet, that a hundred & odde of the beſt experiẽcei 
fouldicrs or firemen(being all E-y/zfþ eẽre ſent (6 
the States ofthe Vnited prouinces, into Great BY 
taine, to educate and inſtruct in Martial difciplit 
euery ſeuetall Country and Prouince, in ſo mich 
that the whole land was nothing now but a N 
cery of excellent and *xquiſite Souldierrs. 
; To this rm teplyed that he had from ce 
taine leſuites in EA, receiued the like intel 
gence,arid wich this addition, that thoſe excelleat 
elected mon in the Low-countrics found thei 
equall Schoole· fellowes, nay many Tuton and

ſo that indeed their 'neceſhtie did but conuer̃te to 
ſuperfluity and a little loſſe, ro ſome tha:were of 
much better deſerun g. 

Let ſaid Gondomar further, for mine owne part 
though this make much for our terror & amaxe· 
ment; and that we muſt with Curtis leape wilful. 
ly into a Gulphe of cettaine ruine ere we can hop 
of l or triumphe, yet doth this new Miltca. 
ric courſe little moue my blood for though I muſt

And therefore (my Lord) I tell you, I more quake 
when I ſee an old Iriſh Commander drilling an 
Engliſh Company, who neuer beheld an enemie 
but he felt his Sword and knew his Target, then 
when I {ge inſiaits of golden fellows , teaching 
men onely dance to the tune of Poſture, or framing

Iso this oliumes ſeemed excecdi ng willing * 
the Earle to make choiſe oſhisbeſt f time, they ds. 
parted one from the other, Oliuares returning ts 
isſie the King ,&:Gondomer taking his Litter, ven 
becks to Madrid, where what contention grew be 
twixt him & his old acquainted miſchieues, how 
euery minute hee produced, new and vanacural 
Cocks-egges|, brooded them from the heat ofhis 
malice,harche 8 the deuiliſhnes of his 2 
_ 2 and ro h Serpents able to po 
— — — and almoſt 
— Ir I will therefore omit this mutinis 
of his troubled thoughts and onely pitch ypon this 
one accident, no leſſe ſtrang e 1 — memorable, 
wherein as in a 8 euery behold = 
weakeneſle ofale ke 2 
frailty is ſurpri yo ouercome,when.it — 
ters with thefe two maine ſenemies of our blood 
Feare and Amazement. 

Ie ſo fell out, that the Morning before the 
Noone on which Gondomer was to 5 / 
the deſigned Commiſſioners, 
his percurbed ſpirits with the 
to recolle& — bimſclfe 
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paſſage for the buge and monſtrous bedic of 
miſchicfe where withall he was that day in labour; 
he cauſed his attendants to bring him in his Lit- 
ter to the Prada, nearevnto the Cittie of Madrif, 
being a place of recreation and pleaſure tor the 
Nobilitie and Gallantrie of Spaine, not much vn- 
like ro our new More field walkes,neare to the Cit- 
tis of London, onaly that this is morepriuate and 
reſerued; for as ours is common to all men of all 
ſorts, fo is this Frada onely but for che King, the 
Grandies of Spaine , the Nobilitie and ſome Cen- 
tlemen of thevppermoſt or beſt qualitie. 

After G 1ndomay had in this place of recreation 
taken a turne or two in his Litter, whether hee 
found his ruminations diſturbed with the vneaſie 
pace of his Mules,or that he had not elbow roome 
enough in his Litter, to giue action and grace to 
many of thoſe damnable thoughts which in that 
houre gaue him ſingular contentment, for the 
Spaniard is not of our dull Engliſh qualitie, to let 
his words paſſe from him as neglected firangers or 
thoughts out of the compaſſe of his deareſt fami- 
liaritie, but rather as dcare children or choiceſt 
friends, to lend them admiration with his eyes and 
bands, to adorne them with expectation in the 
ſhrugge of his ſhoulders , and with a thouſand 
other minicke geftures, to make a ſpeech that is as 
triuiall and — tes as folly it ſelie, to appeare 


as ſerious as if it xtra Delphan Otacle : vpon 

ſome onc or other oſ theſe Spanith diiguſts, this 

Fox (our Earle) vakennels himliclic aad makes his

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his chaire ( the true ſwerne brother, or at 
neareſt kinſman that might be to a cloſſe· ſtoole) 
vnder the ſhadowe of certaine trees, in a walks 
more reſerued then the reſt, he commanded his 
attendants to withdraw themſclues; and he had e e 
reaſon fo to doe for two principall teſpects: the his hat 
firſt, leaſt his anticke poſtures, mumps, moes and into th 
Munkey-like wrye faces might drawe laughter or ſees no 
ſcorne from his vaſſals, or laſtly leaſt the violenee curſcs, 
of his or ap meditations might make ſome troller 
words fall fron him, which he thought too pre. ſeemir 
cious for another mans boſome. out th 
Being obeyed in all his commandements , and wich ti 
ſeated thus alone by himſelfe, onely guarded by loſles, 
his two choiſe friends Malice and Miſcbiefe, he had teared 
not cald vp many euill thoughts to appeare before be wo 
him, when on a ſodaine (according te the weake: it haue 
neſſe of his apprehenſion) there ſhined round a+ gent 
bout hima moſt glorious and cxtraordinary light; Bieri

ſhould I drive you off with more circumſtance? 
the nakednes of the truth is, that as he gazed thus 
fearefully about, there appeared or ſeemed to ap. 
peare before him the Ghoſtof Sir walter Ran lag 
Knight, a Noble famous Engliſh-man and a te. 
nowned Souldier: at this apparition the Earle ſel

Sauoye and the Duke of Aantoa, for the Matqui 
ſate of Montferrat , and how fatall it was likely to 
haue beene to the whole Rate of , wherein 
Fuentes and thy ſelfe, ſhewd all the arte of ptactiſ 
that might be, which, ſhould become the maſter 
worke-man , but theſe things arc ſo pregnait and 
apparant that they neede little diſcuſſipn, 

Let mee now awaken thy memory with ſome 
ſtirrings vp or practiſes againſt the Kingdome of 
France, no leſſe but more pernitious then any oſ 
the former; who was the head or chiefe ſoucraigne 
(after the the death of Henry the third King ol 
France and Poland ) of that moſt vnchriſtianlike 
combination, intituled the Holy, but trucly u- 
holy Leaywe , was it not Philip of Spaine one of you 
moſt Catholike Maſters, who made the gone 
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valiant Gi his ſword and ſeruaut, che ould 
Queene mother his intelligencer and admirer, 
the Cardinals his Miniſters and ſeducers, and the 
Pope himſelfe a Prodigall childe, to beſtow and 

iue away whatſoeuet hee required > was not all 
this -hilsp of Spine your Catholike Mafter> How 
long did he keepe Hen the fourth ſurnamed the 
Great, from his law full Throne and inherirance ? 
what Citties did hee poſlefle? euen the greateſt 
that France could number: what Countries ynder 
his command? all that were rich or fruitfull: and 
what Nobilitie had hee drawne from their obe- 
dience? thoſe that were more powerfull and beſt 
beloued; in ſo much, that had not my moſt cxecl- 
lent Miftris E/rzabeth, of bleſſed and famous Mo-: 
mory, like a ſtrong Rocke againſt the rage of a 
furious ſea, taken the quarrell into her hand, and 
by her Royall protection, farſt vnder the conduct 
of the Lord wil/oughby, after vnder the conduct of 
the Earle of Z/ex , ſtaid and ſupported that ree- 
ling Eſtate, Frauce it is feared, at this houte had 
onely ſpoken the Spaniſh language: but Cod in 
his great mercie had otherwiſe diſpoſed of theſe 
practiſes, and though with ſome difficulties, 
brought the Crowne of Fraxce to its true owner; 
a Prince ſe abſolutely excellent in euery perte- 
Qion of true honour and magnimitie, that his pa- 
talell hath not beene found. in all the Hiſteric of 
Fraueę, a ud although hee had in his very youth 
and almoſt child-hood prevailed in divers Battles, 


as that at Momconter , and at Rene. le. dute ; and 
although 
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although hee had beene aſſayled in the da 
Hexry the third, and in the ſpace of foure years, 
by ten Royall Armies fi ly one after ang, 
ther, and ſent one to refreſh the other, and ua 
the conduct of great and moſt peri ty 
taines, againſt all which he preuailed , as wiu 
ſed his victorie at the Battle of Cours and other 
places, though he had giuen ſuccour ro Hemi 
third, and deliuered him from his great dange 
at Tours, bringing to his obedience Gargeas, Gi 
hi Charite , Pluniers , Eſtampes, Dowrdan and diuen 
ther places: though hee had beene generally 
Preunate in all his great actions, yet after the 
death of Henry the third, this deuilliſh combins 
tion, or Spaniſh knot of che League is more omi 
nous, fatall and troubleſome vnto him, thenall 
his former vndertakings; and hee found that ab 
though hee might haue come to the Crowneal 
Frauce by ſucceſſion, which was the eaſieſt wa 
yet God to trie his courage, to exerciſe the a. 
of his minde, and ro make a fooliſh ſhadowe 
Jenis Fatuns of Spaines Ambition, preſented thi 
moſt painefull and difficult vnto him, whichws 
that of Conqueſt : Hee was forſk to raiſe on ſooꝶ 
(by the helpe of our E gliſh Nation) three Royal 
Armies, which he diſperſt in three Prouinces ti 
firſt, into Normandie, where he was affiſted by the 
Earle of Eſſex, the ſecond into Champaryre , and 
the third into Picerdie , where hee was econded 
by the Lord wil/oughbie , who brought him trium 
phantly into the ſuburbs of Paris, and by the 
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blowing vp of a Porte, offerd to deliuer the whole 
Circle e his bie as; 2 x did as 
mach at Roa; but the King ed to winne 
France, not to dt Fr ance , yet ere the Earle de- 

he chaſed rebellion out of the moſt ps 
of Normend/e: the King gave his enemis (the Spa- 
aiſh faction) battle vpon the plaine oſ ry and 
vonne it, by which he regained in leſſe then two 
months fiſteene or fixteene great Townes, brought 
ri to inſinit extreamitie, made the Spaniards 
wiſh themſelues on the other fide of the Feromeans: 
aud indeede ſucha generall amazement to all cho 
vehappic Leagucrs, that all ſtood agaſt, as vncer- 

taine which way to curne them. | 
This when your great Maſter beheld, and ſaw 
that all his hopes were dying in an inſtant , like a 
cunning Coniurer hee Hs to drawe fire and 
lightning from heauen, to conſume what his Ar- 
mies durſt not a ch or diſualewe, whence it 
came, that he rouſes vp Gregorie the 13. then Pope,
